Germans Hoarding Wool, 

While most of the transactions dealt 
with in the report occurred before the 
United States entered the war, Ger- 
man interests within the last year, ac- 
cording to the report, have been secret- 
iv buying wool through “dummies” 
and hoarding it. No estimate, it was 
said, could be made of the amount of 
wool stored in this country and the 
British colonies, but it was believed 
to be considerable. Wool valued at 
$24,000,000 reached Germany through 
the persons involved in the alleged 
conspiracy, the report declared. 

Besides the transactions of the Deut- 
sches bank through Schmidt and 
Schwerdt, the investigation conducted 
by the attorney general's office con- 
cerned alleged dealings of the baygk 
through Forstmann-Huffmann company 
and the Botany Worsted Mills of Pas- 
saic, N. J.; Charles J. Webb & Co., 
Philadelphia; Alfred Everitt, Cape 
Colony; Ernesthausen, Limited, Calcut- 
ta, and F. S. Smith & Son, New York.

The world 
knows that the gigantic struggle now 
being fought in the west is a conse- 
quence of the will of the entente for 
war. 

“President Wilson now calis for force 
to the utmost, and in so doing at last 
clearly describes the policy of the 
Americans and their allies; namely, 
force against everything that opposes 
them. Germany will not suffer from 
this yoke of force. 

“Mr. Wilson’s speech is a propaganda 
speech for the American war loan. It 
is the best possible propaganda for our 
own loan, since it shows what it 
would mean for Germany to lose the 
war.”

OF LONG-RANGE GUN‘ 


Buffalo, N. Y.; April 7.—Professor 
John A, Curtin, who has had charge of 
the seismograph at Canisius college in 
this city for years, declared tonight 
that the shocks of the'explosion of the 
long-range German gun with which 
Paris is being bombarded, have been 
recorded on seismographs over all the 
country. The shock, he _ explained, 
caused the needle to record a small dot 
on the smoked paper on the cylinder of 
the earthquake detector. 

Since Palm Sunday, Professor Curtin 
said, instruments all over this country 
have been showing these dots, and the 
opinion now is that they are caused 
by the German cannon. Mine explo- 
Sions, he stated, often are recorded 
when within 100 miles of a seismo- 
graph. These marks are different from 
earthquake lines, while the marks be- 
lieved to be due to the cannon explo- 
sions are similar to earthquake marks 
though much less distinct. 


Professor Curtin said he thought the, 


cannon was securely bedded on con- 
creté which rests on rock strata.

Now that our eyes are opened iby the 
present shortage of fats and ‘by the re- 
alization of the great need for. them, 
we are shocked to see the evidence of 
waste. We see everywhere the fat 
from meat left on the. plate:. we see 
large pieces of butter partly used; we 
see fat left in the dishes in which veg- 
etables are served. If we could go 
into the. kitchens we might see stil! 
more—trimmings from meat not used; 
drippings going into the dish'water or 
down the sink; fat, left from frying, 
thrown away. Perhaps half the fat 
we buy is wasted. Even then many of 
us probably eat more than we need, 
though unquestionably some eat less. 

We know that so long as we get 
enough fuel food it does not, within 
certain limits; make much. difference 
whether we get this from starches and 
sugars, or from fats, the two chief 
types of food on which we depend for 
heat and power to work, but these lim- 
its vary with. individual needs. The 
man at moderate work $e: rom 1% 
to 3 ounces of: fat a day (3 to 6 table- 
spoonfuls) depending on -what else he 
is eating. The man ‘who’ sits down

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“THE LUCKIE. IMPROVEMENT. 


A few weeks ago in one of his Sunday 
evening sermons, Rev. John W. Ham, pas- 
tor of the Tabernacle Baptist church, took up 
the mattter of the proposed improvement of 
Luckie street, urging the property owners 
and residents to get back of a movement 
to widen and repave the narrow bottleneck 
on that street, so as to make of the street 


a great thoroughfare. 

This bottleneck begins just north from 
the Tabernacle and continues for a few 
blocks northward; and while the bottleneck 
- itself is not of great length, its effect is to 
, destroy in a large measure the usefulness of 
the entire avenue. 

Last night Mr. Ham gave his congrega- 
tion a report of developments since the move- 
ment to improve the street was put under 
way; his report showing that the property 
owners and residents are quite generally sup- 
porting the movement, which is making sub- 
stantial headway ‘and giving every indica- 
tion that it will soon be brought to a suc- 
cessful conclusion. 

No more worthy public improvement was 
ever inaugurated in Atlanta, and Mr. Ham 
and those actively and aggressively support- 
ing him are deserving of the commendation 
of the entire city, because the benefits to be 
derived from the proposed improvement are 
by no means limited to the neighborhood 
directly affected. 

Luckie street is the main thoroughfare 
connecting the main city pumping station 
and reservoirs with the heart of the business 
' district, joining Peachtree at the Piedmont 
oe. hotel. If in good condition it would afford 
- the most feasible and direct thoroughfare be- 
tween the center of the city and the Georgia 
School of Technology. 

Starting at the pumping station and the 
reservoirs—which, sy the way, could easily 
be made one of the most beautiful play- 
* grounds and parks of the city—this avenue— 
‘known as Hemphill as far as North avenue— 
is a fine, wide thoroughfare until it reaches 
the narrow, cramped bottleneck, south: of 
North avenue. Then it emerges into a com- 
modious and wide artery leading past the 
Baptist Tabernacle, the Y. M..C. A. building 
and the new Cecil and the Piedmont hotels. 

No-argument should be necessary to con- 
vince any reasonable man or any fair-mind- 
ed property owner of the benefits to be de 
rived.from the proposed improvement, which 
should be pushed as actively as possible.

THE SOLDIER'S MORATORIUM. 


When, a few days ago, congress passed 
and President Wilson approved, the bill 
which provides that the American soldier 
and his dependents shall be immune from 
civil legal processes during the time the 
soldier is in the service of his country, a 


meritorious law was written into the nation’s 
statute books. 


The Cedar Rapids (lowa) Gazette has 
epitomized the provisions of this meritorious 
act into what it styles “Uncle Sam’s Ten 
Commandments,” as follows: 


“Thou shalt not evict, for nonpayment 
of rent, a soldier’s dependents, under pen- 
alty of $10,000 fine. 

“Thou shalt not cut off 
life insurance because of 
miums. 

“Thou shalt not foreclose a mortgage 
on a soldier’s property. 

“Thou shalt not take @way a soldier's 
home on which he has made part pay- 
ment. ° 

“Thou shalt not sell a soldier's prop- 
erty because of his failure to pay the 
taxes, national, state or local. 

“Thou shalt not settle a law suit 
against a soldier during his absence. 

“If a soldier sue the court shall post- 
pone action until he can attend to it. 

“If a soldier have a mine or timber or 
farm claim, assessments on which are 
overdue, it shall be held for him. 

“Honor thy soldier and thy sailor that 
thy days may be long in the land of 
liberty. 

“No man hath greater love than he 
that offereth his life for the world’s 
sake, and it is commanded that neither 
lawyers nor the loan sharks nor the 
gatherers of tithes shall fatten on him.”

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Constitution’s Good 
Roads Campaign 
Warmly Commended 


Kditor Constitution: Permit me to com- 
mend your good roads arguments. The public 
highways of this county, when compared 
with other articles of commerce, assume at 
once almost the aspect of a commercial trag- 
edy. Indeed, were it not for the utilization 
of electricity, steam and steel which eco- 
nomically affords to the producer the whole 
world far a market, he might well calculate 
the boundary of his commercial zone within 
a radius of fifty miles. 

While no branch of the transportation is 
of greater influence than wagon transporta- 
tion, it may be truthfully said, I believe, that 
in respect to the economic solution of this 
problem it is alone distinguished for lack 
Wagon transportation is of 
primary importance because of its essentia)- 
ity in transporting the farm to the railroad 
station; it is a medium through which prac- 
tically ‘all the great commerce of a great 
country makes its initial transit. In length 
of haul between the producer and consumer 
it constitutes but an infinitesimal part of 
the distance, while the relative cost on either 
a mileage or tonnage basis is many times 
greater. The importance of wagon trans- 
portation intensifies as you consiGer it from 
the standpoint of time and cost. The aver- 
age haul on foodstuffs in the United States 
is 81-10. miles, and the ton mile cost is 
approximately 28 cents. A normal crop of 
barley, corn, oats and wheat constitutes not 
more than 26,000,000 average wagon loads. 
and consumes 17,300,000 working days in 
moving it to market. It costs the farmers 
of the United States to move these crops 
from the farm to the railroad station $61.- 
000,000—to move these four cereals a dis- 
tance of $1-10 miles. Nothing to my mind 
more severely impeaches the existing rail- 
road conditions than these figures and noth- 
ing can appeal more earnestly or more elo- 
quently for relief. These figures are so 
widely disproportionate in cost when com- 
pared with the cost of rail transportation as 
to at once challenge the best thought of the 
studentory for solution. 

On the improved roads of Pennsylvania 
the wagon load was raised from 3,000 to 
6,500 pounds, equivalent to a reduction in the 
cost of a wagon haul of 116 per cent. This 
ratio of saving spread over the whole farm 
commerce of the United States would mean 
an enormous saving to the producers. 

It is apparent to me that just as sure as 
animal power has been supplanted on the 
rail by gasoline, electricity and steam, just 
so gure it will be supplanted on the wagon 
roads by the same power.

Every road that connects a dozen farms 
with the market place is a road that should 
be improved and put in such shape that it 
can be traversed with heavy loads every 
month in the year.

In England, too, and particularly at 
present, it is harder to do without meat 
than*it is in most other countries, for 
the simple reason that the British cook, 
not a “cordon bleu” at the best, does 
not shine in the fabrication of vege- 
tarian dishes. Accustomed all her life 
to make the entire meal center around 
the meat, she is more or less lost with- 
out it. Eggs are the most obvious sub- 
stitute, but new-laid ones are 10 cents 
apiece, and none too plentiful at that. 
Macaroni and cheese is a dish calcu- 
lated to make up for the absence of a 
steak or cutlet, but cheese is almost as 
rare a commodity as butter. So it comes 
to a choice between fish or some dish

Cost of Living Goes Higher. 
(From Leslie's.) 

Figures just compiled by the depart- 
ment of labor show that edibles which 
required the expenditure of an even 
dollar a year ago now reduce the family 
funds exactly $1.25. There have been 
sharp divergences in the general 
mounting cost of living. Some com- 
modities, in fact, have taken a down- 
ward course. The price of cornmeal 
shows 77 per cent increase, while 
flour tebup only 17 per cent. is, of 
course, may ‘be trace dto the nation- 
wide campaign for the conservation of 
wheat. Potatoes have been more patri- 
otic. They are 16 per cent cheaper 
now than a year ago. The first month 
of 1918 showed an increase of 2 per 
cent in average food prices over De- 
cember, 1917. Notwithstanding this 
general increase, there was a small 
drop in the cost of. flour, lard, bacon 
and cornmeal. The total advance in 
the cost of food since 1913 is 63 per 
cent. Five years ago cornmeal was 
exactly 135 per cent below the current 
quotations, lard was 114 per cent 
cheaper, potatoes were 107 per cent 
less expensive and _ flour commanded 
exactly half the present price. The 
steady rise in prices during the last 
twelve months ig apt to discourage 
heads of families with small incomes. 
As a matter of fact, ho'wever, it is due 
to the. intelligent work of the food 
administration that the cost of living 
has not takenafar more appalling up- 
ward jumpin the first year of Amer- 
ica’s participation in the war.
